to establish his cause of actlon, 
it Is the plaintiff's duty to. show 
thet -he was not guilty of con- 
tributory negligence. I am dis- 
posed at. present to think it fs. 
not so; a party {s not ordinari- 
ly bound to prove a negative, 
and contributory negligence 


seems to be rather a defonce to. 


the action; but “I observe that 
there Is some conflict of 
authority on the point, and I 
wish to reserve my judgmeht on 
that question.” :
